Hero arc o. few facts that you should 
know about our water supply on Palmyra« 

All of our fresh water is dependant 
on the rainfalls when there is lots of rain 
wc do not have to worry, but when there is 
a long dry spell such as wc have had the 


past two months, things are different* 

During the months of April and May of last 
year a total of 23 inches of rainfall was 
recorded* Tho total for April and May of 
this year up to ‘date shows that only?®63 
inches of rain fell on the is lend* 

There arc three water storage tanks 
on Cooper Island and also three smaller 
receiver tallies which are above ground and 
can also bo used for some storage 0 On Mcng 
Island there is one concrete and several 
smaller water tonics plus about three re¬ 
ceiver tanks,* At the present time the water 
in all of these tanks is very low c Last 
Tuesday night there was a heavy rain which 
was badly needed and helped out a Igt^ but 
it was only a drop in tho bucket compared 
to the present consumption^ 

Tic have no wells or moans cf making 
fresh water, just the rain*

So many people have doubted the story 
that love-birds balance their eggs on a 
single branch of a tree that I hesitate to 
make the statement, but it is never the 
less a fact 0 Often the limb is no thicker 
than one T s two fingers; and yet the egg is 
laid there and the mother bird sits on it . 
till it hatches. The little bird then occu¬ 
pies the limb until it is able to fly out 
to sea and fish for himself. These birds 
are very pretty with black beady eyes out¬ 
lined by white feathers-* Not only are their 
byes but their beaks and feet are black, so 
that in contrast with their plumage is very 
striking* I had often soon these little 
creatures, on ladies winter bonnets, but 
never knew what kind of birds they were 
till 1 went to Palmyra® 

The cerlew is the only edible bird on 
the islands and we often trapped them for 
table use* Two species of tern were found* 
One of the species is a sooty color, with 
white spots on his head, and nests in the 
trees; the other, which nests on the ground 
is black with white under the body. The lat¬ 
ter wo refered to as the "evening dress 
torn 11 as his white markings were similar to 
the white shirt front of a gentlemans even¬ 
ing apparelThis "evening dress" fellow 
furnished us with all the eggs wo had while 
on the islands. They lay by the thousands 
in colonies on the white sand* In gathering 
we broke only one or two and if they wore 
fresh, all of the rest in that section would 
be the same.

From UNCLE SEIFS ISLETS.By David N.Leff. 

Published In 1940* 

The American Guano Company made good 
its discovery by filing bond worth the U.S. 
in I860 under the Guano Act of 1856* 

Notwithstanding theso claims, of which 
it scorned ignorant, and which wore apparen¬ 
tly never revived, the Hawaiian Cabinet 
Council on February 26,18.62, granted, one 
Zonas Bent a commission to taJ.cc possession 
cf Palmyra Island in the name of King Earn** 
ehamena IT* Bent visited the island for this 
purpose on April 15th of that year. He erec¬ 
ted a flagstaff wrapped in the Hawaiian flag 
and interred act its base a corked bottle con¬ 
taining notice of his act of annexation for 
the Hawaiian Kingdom® Bent reported to the 
Hawaiian Department of the Interior on June' 
16th that ho had surveyed Palmyra,., ascertai¬ 
ned. its position, planted some vegetables, 
built a dwelling and. a curing house for 


becho-de-mcr (note: the sea-slug or tropa 
a Chinese delicacy, and hence an importar 
artIc 1 e of 'S'outh Soa is 1 and coiranercc), cx 
loft Cl white man and four Hawaii an s to do 
the curingo The Minister of Interior ism o 
a proclamation of annexation on June 18, 
1862. 

In 1889 Commander Nichols of 
"Cormorant" was sailing among the "Line" 
Islands® Finding Palmyra unoccupied., ho 
claimed It for Great Britain® However, vher 
the U.S* annexed Hawaii in 1898 the report 
of the Hawaiian Commission to Congress 
specifically included Palmyra, by virtue 
of its annexation in 1862* 

The Department of the- Interior obser¬ 
ved that current maps and a.tlanes wore call 
ing Palmyra Island a British possessions 
Five years 3a ter British publications were 
still not agreed as to its status* Charles 
0® Paullin commented in 1932, "The subseq¬ 
uent continous occupation of the Palmyra 
Islands by American citizens has undoubt- 
edit confirmed the American title to those 
islands®"
